Tinplate  for  Drug  Packaging. — Under  the 
ntrol  of  Packaging  (No.  3)  Order,  1943, 
ich  came  into  operation  on  September  6, 
plate  may  again  be  used  for  the  closures 
packaging  certain  medicinal,  pharma- 
ltical  and  food  products.  Only  "waster" 
plate  will  at  present  be  licensed  for  the 
rpose. 

Comb  Prices  Controlled.— The  Board  of 
ide   has   issued    a   Combs  (Maximum 
ices)  Order,  copies  of  which  are  available 
m  H.M.   Stationery  Office,  Kingsway, 
ndon,  W.C.2,  price  2d.  This  Order  fixes 
maximum  prices  that  may  be  charged 
combs  by  manufacturers,  wholesalers 
retailers.  Manufacturers  are  allowed  a 
profit  of  7^  per  cent,  on  the  cost  of 
)duction  and  sale.   The  wholesaler  who 
ries  stocks  and  has  a  regular  organisation 
supplying  the  retail  trade  may  add 
per  cent,  to  the  price  paid  to  the  manu- 
turer.    (This  is   25   per  cent,   of  the 
olesaler's  selling  price.)    Other  whole- 
rs  may  only  add  5  per  cent,  to  the  price 


paid  to  the  manufacturer.  The  retailer  may 
add  53-85  per  cent,  to  the  price  paid  to  the 
wholesaler  or  manufacturer,  exclusive  of 
purchase  tax.  (This  is  35  per  cent,  of  the 
retailer's  selling  price.)  The  First  Schedule 
contains  the  overriding  maximum  prices 
that  may  be  charged  by  each  class.  The 
Second  Schedule  contains  a  list  of  those 
types  of  combs  for  which  no  overriding 
maximum  prices  have  been  fixed.  The  prices 
of  these  types  are  subject  to  the  general 
provisions  of  the  Order. 

Spices  Control  Order. — The  Minister  of 
Food  announces  that  an  Order  entitled 
the  Spices  (Control)  Order,  1943,  has  been 
made  with  the  object  of  controlling  the 
utilisation  of  certain  spices  in  limited 
supply.  The  spices  specified  are  cinnamon, 
mace  and  nutmeg,  but  the  expression 
"spice"  does  not  include  any  spice  which 
has  been  processed  in  the  United  Kingdom. 
The  Order  requires  persons  who  owned 
stocks  of  cinnamon  amounting  to  10  cwt. 
or  more,  mace  amounting  to  20  cwt.  or 
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more,  and  nutmeg  amounting  to  20  cwt. 
or  more,  to  make  a  return  in  the  form 
prescribed.  The  return  is  required  (a)  not 
later  than  September  25,  1943,  if  such 
stocks  were  owned  on  June  30,  1943 ;  (b).  if 
such  stocks  are  owned  on  any  subsequent 
date,  not  later  than  two  weeks  after 
September  30,  December  31,  March  31  and 
June  30,  in  each  year.  The  Order  also 
prohibits  persons,  except  those  who  own 
a  less  quantity  than  specified  above,  from 
processing  or  selling  or  otherwise  parting 
with  property  in  these  spices,  except  under 
licence.  The  requisite  form  for  making  the 
return  of  stocks  may  be  obtained  on 
application  to  the  Canned  Fruit  and 
Vegetables  Division,  Ministry  of  Food, 
Portman  Court,  Portman  Square,  London, 
W.i. 

£5,000  from  Toothpaste  Tubes. — Lord 
Iliffe,  on  behalf  of  the  Duke  of  Gloucester's 
Red  Cross  and  St.  John  Fund,  received  on 
September  6  a  cheque  for  ^1,000  from 
Mr.  H.  H.  Bagnall,  chairman  of  the  Denti- 
frice Manufacturers'  Section  of  the  London 
Chamber  of  Commerce.  This  cheque  is  the 
result  of  the  sale  of  metal  recovered  from 
used  toothpaste  tubes  and  brings  the  total 
collected  since  the  toothpaste  manufac- 
turers began  their  campaign  to  ^5,000.  In. 
presenting  the  cheque  Mr.  Bagnall  said 
that,  if  the  co-operation  of  the  public 
continued,  they  hoped  to  be  able  to  hand 
over  further  sums  to  the  Red  Cross.  When 
members  of  the  public  diligently  return 
their  old  tubes  to  their  chemists  not  only 
do  the  Red  Cross  benefit  but  a  great  deal 
of  valuable  non-ferrous  metal  is  recovered 
for  the  munition  factories.

Inquests. — A  verdict  that  death  was  due 
to  an  overdose  of  Medinal  and  an  alkaline 
poison  taken  inadvertently  was  recorded 
at  an  inquest  held  at  Ipswich  recently  on 
Donald  M.  Cox,  a  dental  surgeon.— At 
Lewisham,  London,  S.E.,  recently,  an 
inquiry  was  held  into  the  circumstances 
attending  the  death  of  a  fifteen  months  old 
child.  According  to  evidence  the  child  had 
been  left  in  a  perambulator  in  a  room  by 
itself  and  was  found  with  a  bottle  which  had 
in  it  liniment  containing  belladonna  and 
aconite.  The  cork  and  a  piece  of  adhesive 
tape  which  had  covered  it  were  found  in  the 
perambulator.  Medical  evidence  was  to  the 
effect  that  the  child  died  from  heart  failure 
following  the  swallowing  of  liniment.  The 
coroner  said  it  was  easy  to  be  wise  after 
the  event,  but  this  case  tended  to  show  the 
importance  of  always  keeping  poisonous 
drugs  under  lock  and  key. — At  Swansea, 
recently,  a  verdict  of  death  from  an  over- 
dose of  phenobarbitone  tablets,  self- 
administered,  was  recorded  at  an  inquest 
on  Elizabeth  A.  Peters. 
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TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


Is  it  Necessary? 

Your  courteous  explanation  of  the 
effect  of  the  new  Toilet  Preparations  Order 
(p.  245)  makes  it  plain  that  the  Order  will 
involve  formidable  demands  on  the  time 
and  patience  of  vendors  of  preparations 
affected  by  it.  One  object  of  the  Order, 
we  learn,  is  to  eliminate  the  "undesirable 
element"  referred  to  in  your  concluding 
sentence.  This  is  an  object  to  be  com- 
mended ;  could  it  not  be  attained,  how- 
ever, without  the  issue  of  "ten  pages  of 
closely  printed  matter"  in  official  language? 
"Tests  will  be  made  from  time  to  time" 
by  approved  methods  of  inspection  (to 
which  a  harsher  name  has  often  been  given)  : 
so  much  may  be  expected.  But  let  us  note 
what  follows.  "  If  the  sale  ...  is  not  entered 
up  in  its  normal  order  the  retailer  will  be 
liable  to  prosecution.  It  will  not  be  sufficient 
to  enter  up  sales  at  the  end  of  the  day  or 
once  a  week;  the  record  must  be  made  at 
the  time  of  sale."  Entries  under  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Regulations  must,  as 
your  Poisons  Guide  notes,  be  made  "in 
chronological  order  on  the  day  of  the 
transaction,  or,  if  not  reasonably  practic- 
able, on  the  following  day."  Not  so  the 
entries  of  sales  under  the  new  Toilet 
Preparations  Order.  There  thus  appears 
to  be  something  about  a  toilet  preparation, 
in  the  year  1943,  that  renders  it  more 
deadly  than  a  dangerous  drug  as  officially 
defined.  One  may  inquire,  in  all  humility, 
whether  the  death  penalty  is  likely  to  be 
added  to  No.  1213  of  Statutory  Rules  and 
Orders,  1943. 

Substitutes 

The  news  that  "castor"  oil  is  to  be  made 
from  rape  seed  in  one  of  the  Axis-controlled 
countries  (p.  244)  is  of  general  interest. 
Presumably  the  intended  use  of  the  oil  is 
not  medicinal ;  but  one  never  knows.  Less 
than  a  century  ago,  many  standards  for 
oils  and  other  articles  of  commerce  in  this 
country  were  ill-defined :  it  was  not  till 
the  passing  of  the  first  Sale  of  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  in  1875  that  precision  in  this 
respect  became  generally  accepted.  Colza 
oil  was,  if  I  have  not  forgotten,  a  somewhat 
variable  substance;  and  other  examples 
could  be  given.  Turning  to  a  textbook  on 
organic  materia  medica  published  in  1884,  I 
find  several  hints  on  detecting  possible 
adulterants  and  substitutes.  This  fact  is,  of 
course,  not  to  be  taken  as  evidence  that  such 
practices  were  still  common  at  that  date; 
but  it  indicates  that  they  had  been  known. 


Under  "Olivae  Oleum,"  for  instance,  tl 
is  a  test  for  the  addition  or  substituticl 
the  oils  of  rapeseed,  sesame,  hempseedl 
linseed,  based  on  the  differences  in  I 
of  temperature  when  each  of  these  is  ml 
with  one-fifth  of  its  volume  of  sulpll 
acid.

It  may  be  noted  that  whereas 
British  Pharmacopoeia,  1885,  required 
to  be  free  from  salt  and  starch,  its  succe 
of  1932  demands  the  absence  of  beef 
sesame  oil,  cottonseed  oil  and  alkalis, 
the    Addendum    of    1936    merely  li 
chlorides  instead  of  rejecting  them  J 
remains  to  be  seen  in  what  respects  I 
oil  will,  or  is  intended  to,  replace  castol 
in  Bulgaria,  and  the  point  will  be  watJ 
with  interest  as  an  index  to  conditl 
under  the  Hitlerian  "  New  Order."  I 

Synthesists  and  Pioneers

Such  judgments  arl 
be  received  with  a  grain  of  salt :  the  I 
bability  is  that  long  before  the  end  ofj 
career  the  pioneer  will  have  absoil 
whatever  he  needs  of  pre-existing  reseaj 
and  will  have  assumed  the  dual  nal 
referred  to.  In  what  proportions  these  I 
elements  are  mixed  in  any  given  cast 
a  question  for  the  trained  historian,  I 
preferably  answered  years  after  the  evl 
under  review.

DOCTORS  AND  THE  BEVERIDGE  PLAN 


In  a  supplement  to  the  "British  Medical 
Journal,"  September  4,  Mr.  G.  C.  Anderson, 
C.B.E.,  M.D.,  secretary  of  the  British 
Medical  Association,  discusses  the  Beveridge 
plan  for  a  comprehensive  medical  service. 
Dr.  Anderson  says  he  has  seen  a  tendency 
during  the  past  few  weeks  for  opinion  in 
the  profession  to  swing  right  back  from  the 
progressive  outlook  of  the  Medical  Planning 
Commission  to  an  outlook  varying  be-, 
tween  an  ultra-conservative  "no  change" 
attitude  and  an  advocacy  of  an  extension 
of  the  scope  of  the  National  Health  Insur- 
ance system  to  include  dependants  of  the 
present  insured  persons,  and  to  provide 
consultant  and  specialist  and  laboratory 
services. 

Period  of  Evolution 

The  medical  profession,  he  points  out,  is 
part  of  a  large  community  which  is  passing 
through  an  important  phase  in  its  social 
development.  It  is  necessary,  therefore, 
to  adopt  a  broad  outlook  and  to  take  a 
long  view.  In  order  to  judge  whether  the 
Government's  proposals  are  sound  in  the 
opinion  of  the  profession  a  series  of  prin- 
ciples should  be  adopted,  which  may  be 
considered  to  be  fundamental  to  a  good 
medical  service.  The  profession  should 
regard  the  present  period  in  its  history,  not 
as  one  of  crisis  and  revolution,  but  as  one 
.of  opportunity  and  evolution.  The  B.M.A. 
scheme  for  a  general  medical  service  for 
the,  nation  and  the  Draft  Interim  Report  of 
the  Medical  Planning  Commission  en- 
visaged a  plan  for  those  persons  within  the 
income  limits  of  the  National  Health 
Insurance  system,  their  dependants,  and 
persons  of  a  similar  economic  status.  With 
the  present  National  Health  Insurance 
income  limits  this  group  would  constitute 
about  90  per  cent,  of  the  population.  The 
profession  has  always  thought  it  unneces- 
sary for  the  State  to  provide  as  a  right  a 
medical  service  for  that  section  of  the 
community  able  and  willing  to  provide  it 
for  itself.  A  certain  amount  of  private 
practice  has  been  deemed  desirable,  and 
indeed  necessary,  for  an  efficient  medical 
service,  and  Government  spokesmen  them- 
selves have  stated  in  public  that  there  is 
no  intention  of  bringing  private  practice 
to  an  end.  Dr.  Anderson  says  he  does  not 
know  how  the  Government  can  expect 
a  field  for  private  practice  in  a  scheme 
providing  for  100  per  cent,  of  the  popula- 
tion. In  his  opinion  considerable  practical 
difficulties  will  arise  in  the  operation  of  a 


100  per  cent,  scheme,  but  although  § 
medical  profession  may  prefer  a  90  p 
cent,  scheme,  if  Parliament  decides  upon 
100  per  cent,  scheme,  he  thinks  the  docto 
should  accept  it. 

Control  and  Direction 

Dealing  with  the  subject  of,  contn 
Dr.  Anderson  says  this  does  not  mean,  ! 
should  not  mean,  official  control  of  clinic 
treatment.  The  profession  must  resist  ar 
detailed  control  of  professional  work  or  of 
doctor's  relations  with  his  colleagues,  bi 
in  any  efficient  service  so  complex  as 
comprehensive  medical  service  there  mu; 
be  "control"  in  the  sense  of  "direction. 
The  fact  that  public  money  will  be  require 
for  the  development  of  the  health  servici 
is  another  reason  why  the  profession  mu; 
acquiesce  in  a  certain  amount  of  control  i 
the  sense  of  direction.  He  does  not  adv< 
cate  a  whole-time  State  medical  servic 
and  thinks  that  what  is  usually  propose 
under  such  a  title  is  a  wrong  conceptio 
of  medical  practice. 

Local  Administration 

Dealing  with  local  administration,  Di 
Anderson  says  that  the  profession  is  agree 
that  it  will  not  accept  a  medical  servic 
which  is  administered  by  local  authoritie 
in  their  present  form.  New  administrativ 
health  authorities  need  to  be  created  and 
satisfactory  solution  will  not  be  found  unti 
there  has  been  a  complete  overhaul  of  loca 
government.  A  free  choice  of  doctor  shoul< 
be  preserved  as  a  basic  principle.  In  dis 
cussing  the  vexed  question  of  privat 
practice  within  an  official  scheme,  Di 
Anderson  asks  whether  the  patient  is  „ 
be  allowed,  not  only  free  choice  of  doctor 
but  also  a  free  choice  of  the  type  of  service 
and  in  answering  he  states  that  there  shouk 
be  such  freedom,  but  the  patient  shoulc 
not  be  allowed  to  pay  fees  to  the  doctor  01 
whose  list  his  name  appears,  although  h< 
Should  be  able  to  obtain  medical  advice 
and  treatment  from  another  doctor  anc 
pay  private  fees  for  his  service. 

Health  Centre  Doubts 

Dr.  Anderson  believes  that  some  steps 
will  be  taken  soon  to  implement  Assumption 
B  of  the  Beveridge  Report,  and  suggests 
two  directions  in  which  action  can  be  taken 
without  undue  delay.  The  first  step  is  the 
two-way  extension  of  the  N.H.I,  system 
to  include  dependants  of  insured  persons 
and   to  .  cover   consultant   and  specialist 
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-ices  and  laboratory  and  hospital  facili- 
This  would  go  a  long  way  towards 
ng  the  great  majority  of  the  population 
omplete  a  medical  service  as  is  possible 
he  circumstances.

r  to  be  long  delayed.  Meanwhile  it  is 
rtant  to  note  the  reactions  of  the  medi- 


cal profession  as  expressed  by  the  secretary 
of  the  British  Medical  Association.  An 
abstract  of  his  address  to  meetings  of  the 
profession  in  Manchester,  Edinburgh  and 
Glasgow  is  given  on  p.  264.  Of  particular 
interest  is  the  B.M.A.  scheme  for  inclusion 
of  the  dependants  of  persons  already  covered 
by  the  present  National  Health  Insurance 
system.  These,  it  is  thought,  would  con- 
stitute 90  per  cent,  of  the  population.  Such 
a  development  would  raise  some  acute 
problems  for  pharmacy.  Administration  and 
control  are  but  two  of  the  matters  which  will 
need  to  be  watched  most  carefully  in  phar- 
macy as  well  as  in  medicine. 

Pharmacy's  Position 

Pharmacy  should,  we  believe,  hold  a 
position  comparable  to  that  of  medicine 
in  a  comprehensive  health  scheme,  and  it 
will  be  noticed  that  though  on  many  matters 
the  outlook  of  the  two  professions  is  similar, 
on  others  there  are  wide  divergencies.  It  is 
true  that  what  occurs  in  the  sphere  of  medi- 
cine must  have  repercussions  in  pharmacy, 
but  the  two  professions  are  separate  and 
distinct,  though  complementary.  The  issue 
of  the  White  Paper  will  be  the  first  decisive 
step  towards  putting  Assumption  B  of  the 
Beveridge  plan  into  operation,  and  what- 
ever is  published  is  likely  to  provide  ade- 
quate material  for  discussion,  particularly 
as,  at  the  moment,  the  "picture"  of  the 
situation  can  scarcely  be  described  as 
reassuring.  Branches  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  in  arranging  their  meetings  for  the 
coming  session,  should  endeavour  to  compile 
their  programme  in  such  a  way  that  at  least 
one  evening  between  now  and  the  New  Year 
can  be  devoted  to  discussion  of  what  the 
White  Paper  may  contain.  It  is  n6t  possible 
at  the  moment  to  announce  the  date  when 
it  will  be  available,  but  when  it  is  decisions 
as  to  what  to  support  or  criticise  "may  have 
to  be  taken  as  matters  of  urgency. 

No  Bacterial  Blitz 

Both  as  members  of  the  public  and  pro- 
fessionally pharmacists  must  feel  a  deep 
interest  in  the  question  whether  bacterial 
warfare  is  a  serious  possibility.  The  subject 
is  discussed  in  the  July  17  issue  of  the 
"Journal  of  the  American  Medical  Associa- 
tion" (p.  810),  where  the  Editor  reviews  a 
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paper  by  Colonel  Leon  A.  Fox,  United 
States  Army,  first  published  in  the  "Military 
Surgeon"  in  May  1942.  It  is  reassuring  to 
accept  the  Colonel's  conclusion  that  there 
are  "practically  insurmountable  technical 
difficulties  preventing  the  use  of  biological 
agents  as  effective  weapons  of  war."  He 
makes  it  evident  that  no  new  factor  has 
arisen  to  render  obsolete  the  dictum  of 
Ehrlich,  the  eminent  German  bacteriologist, 
who,  five  years  before  the  war  of  19 14-18, 
gave  it  as  his  opinion,  when  asked  by  the 
German  High  Command  to  suggest  safe  and 
effective  weapons  of  bacterial  warfare,  that 
nothing  he  could  suggest  "  would  be  of  more, 
than  a  nuisance  value."  The  use  of  any  such 
method,  said  Erhlich,  "might  even  be  a 
source  of  danger  to  our  own  troops." 

Enteric  and  Respiratory  Infections 

Dealing  specifically  with  the  practical 
possibilities,  Colonel  Fox  points  out  that 
the  major  military  pests  of  the  past  have 
been  the  enteric  fevers ;,  typhus ;  bubonic 
plague ;  and  smallpox.  Of  lesser  importance 
have    been    influenza,    the  pneumonias, 
malaria,  measles,  meningitis  and  syphilis. 
Fully  virulent  causative  agents  of  these 
conditions  can  neither  be  prepared  in  large 
quantities    nor    introduced    in  adequate 
doses  into  the  bodies  of  unprotected  and 
non-immunised  civilian  populations.  For 
example,  the  whole  group  of  enteric  infec- 
tions has  been  spread  only,  so  far  as  has 
been  traced,  by  infected  drinking  water. 
Obviously,  contamination  of  drinking  water 
is  a  military  possibility,  but  the  contamina- 
tion can  equally  obviously  be  readily  over- 
come by  routine  filtration  and  chlorination. 
The  causative  agents  of  influenza  and  men- 
ingitis cannot  be  prepared  in  sufficient 
quantities  or  of  a  sufficient   stability  or 
virulence  for  military  use.    The  meningo- 
coccus,  for  example,   dies  rapidly  when 
exposed  for  even  a  few  hours  to  a  tempera- 
ture below  that  /of  the  human  body.  The 
presence  of  so  many  "carriers"  of  the  dis- 
ease already  existing  in  military  units  of 
any  size  renders  futile  or  unprofitable  the 
use  of  special  personnel  as  introducers  of 
the  disease  into  enemy  populations.  Yet 
by  no  other  method  can  the  life  of  the  cocci 
be  assured. 

Among  insect-borne  diseases,  the  bubonic 
plague  has  been  most  frequently  mentioned 


as  a  potential  medium  of  biological  wai 
but  even  the  dropping  of  infected  rats 
aeroplanes  would  almost  certainly  caus 
epidemic.  In  1924,  though  500,000  cas 
bubonic  plague  were  recorded  among 
native  population  of  the  Punjab,  onb 
cases  developed  among  the  European  tr 
stationed  in  the  area.

This  would  likely  enough 
cause  a  little  awkwardness  in  the  hand- 
writing, but  there  is  no  reason  to  suppose 
that  all  the  "  shake  "  would  be  concentrated 
in  the  second  syllable.  "Failure  of  writing 
power,"  to  quote  again  from  a  medical 
reference  book,  "is  often  an  early  symptom 
of  disease  the  prognosis  of  which  is  very 
different  from  that  of  writer's  cramp," 
and  may  be  evidence  of  chronic  alcoholism, 
paralysis  agitans,  disseminated  sclerosis 
of  the  spinal  cord,  peripheral  neuritis, 
cerebral  embolism,  cortical  thrombosis, 
exophthalmic  goitre,  or  hysteria.  It  does 
not  seem  probable  that  Shakespeare  suffered 
from  any  of  these,  though  a  rabid  Baconian 
might  still  build  a  case  upon  one  of  them. 
Give  us  evidence,  Mr.  Hubbard,  that  the 
poet  suffered  from  night  blindness  and 
you  may  convince  us  that  he  was  a  victim 
of  avitaminosis-C.

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INSURANCE  ACT  DISPENSING 


Chemists'     Hours     Complaints.  —  Com- 
plaints about  patients'  difficulties  in  ob- 
taining medicines  have  been  made  recently 
at  meetings  of  Insurance  Committees  at 
Isle  of  Ely  and  Stoke-on-Trent.  At  March, 
where  the  Ely  Committee  met,  a  representa- 
tive of  the  owners  of  a  branch  pharmacy 
and  the  manager  of  the  branch  appeared 
before  the   pharmaceutical   services  sub- 
committee in  connexion  with  the  failure  of 
the  owners  to  provide  a  pharmaceutical 
service  for  insured  persons  at  the  branch  on 
weekdays  after  5.15  p.m.,  although  the 
closing  time  had  been  fixed  by  the  Insurance 
Committee    at    6.15    p.m.     The  owners 
submitted  evidence  that  the  manager  lived 
at  a  distance  of  about  nine  miles  from  the 
branch  and  had  to  undertake  a  motor  bus. 
or  railway  journey  and  cycle  about  3^  miles. 
The  subcommittee's  report  established  that 
the  closing  time  for  chemists  was  originally 
fixed  at  7.i<f  p.m.  on  weekdays  and  8  p.m. 
on  Sundays.    At  the  request  of  chemists 
(including  owners)  the  closing  time  was 
revised  by  the  Insurance  Committee  in 
November  1941  to  6.15  p.m.  on  weekdays, 
and  this  closing  time  was  observed  by  other 
pharmacists  in  the  district  without  com- 
plaint.  The  evening  surgery  period  of  the 
doctors  in  the  district  was  5  to  6  o'clock. 
The  subcommittee  recommended  that  the 
Minister  of  Health  should  be  requested  to 
withhold  £5  from  the  moneys  due  to  the 
owners   concerned.    The  recommendation 
was    adopted.  —  At    Stoke  -  on  -  Trent  a 
letter    from    the     local  t  Medical  and 
Panel  Committees  made  reference  to  the 
inconvenience    and    hardship    caused  to 
insured  persons  by  the  fact  that,  in  some 
of  the  committees'  areas,  there  were  no 
chemists'    shops    open    after    6.30  p.m. 
The  medical  benefit  subcommittee  recom- 
mended that  the  normal  hour  up  to  which 
the  business  premises  of  chemists  should 
remain  open  for  the  dispensing  of  National 
Health  Insurance  prescriptions  should  be 
7.30  p.m.  The  chairman  suggested  that  the 
matter  should  go  back  to  the  subcommittee 
so  that  they  could  have  all  the  data  before 
them,  and  this  course  was  agreed  to.

A  footnote  to  the  monograph  requires  any 
assay  for  vitamin  D  to  be  carried  out  by  the 
Pharmacopceiai  method,  and  states  the 
approximate  vitamin-D  content  of  halibut 
liver  oil,  viz.  2,500  to  3,500  units  of  anti- 
rachitic (vitamin-D)  activity  per  gm.  of  oil. 
A  good  sample  of  halibut  liver  oil  thus 
possesses  about  forty  times  the  vitamin-D 
activity  of  cod  liver  oil. 

Turning  to  synthetic  sources  of  vitamin 
D,  .the  B.P.,  1932,  contained  a  monograph 
on  Liquor  Ergosterolis  Irradiati,  which 
•was  described  as  "a  solution  in  oil  of  an 
antirachitic  principle,  probably  identical 
with  the  vitamin  D,  contained  in  cod  liver 
oil.  It  contains,  in  1  gm.,  3,000  units  of 
antirachitic  activity."  The  solution  was 
replaced  in  the  First  Addendum  (1936)  by 
a  Liquor  Calciferolis,  which  is  a  solution 
in  oil  of  calciferol,  and  is  also  standardised 
to  contain  3,000  units  of  antirachitic 
(vitamin-D)  activity.  Solution  of  calciferol 
is  a  more  stable  and  precise  preparation 
than  the  B.P.,  1932,  solution,  which 
contained,  in  addition  to  other  products  of 
the  irradiation,  some  unchanged  ergosterol. 
Standardised  preparations  containing  one 
or  both  the  vitamins  that  are  included  in 
the  various  Addenda  are : — 

Liquor  Vitamin.  A  Conc.  (Second 
Addendum) . — Standardised  to  contain 
50,000  units  of  vitamin  A  per  gm.,  and  thus 
somewhat  richer  in  vitamin  A  than  halibut 
liver  oil.  The  solution  consists  of  a  suitable 
fish  liver  oil  or  blend  of  oils,  or  arachis  oil 
in  which  is  dissolved  a  source  of  vitamin  A. 

Liquor  Vitamin.  D  Conc.  (Second 
Addendum). — Contains  10,000  units  of 
antirachitic  activity  per  gm.,  against  the 
3,000  units  contained  in  solution  of  calci- 
ferol. As  in  the  vitamin  A  solution,  it 
consists  of  a  suitable  fish  liver  oil  or  blend 
of  oils,  or  of  a  solution  of  a  suitable  source 
of  vitamin  D  in  arachis  oil. 

Liquor  Vitamin.  A  et  D  Conc.  (Second 
Addendum). — The  strength  of  this  is,  in 
vitamin  A,  50,000  units  per  gm.  (as  with 
the  concentrated  solution  of  vitamin  A) ; 
and  in  vitamin  D,  5,000  units  of  antirachitic 
(vitamin-D)  activity  per  gm.  (one-half  the 
strength  of  the  concentrated  solution). 

Oleum  Vitaminatum  (Second  Adden- 
dum).— This  was  included  to  replace  cod 
liver  oil  in  war-time  dispensing,  and  consists 
of  a  suitable  fish  liver  oil  or  of  a  solution  of 
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vitamins  A  and  D  in  a  suitable  vegetable 
oil,  to  contain  i,ooo  units  of  vitamin  A 
(against  600  units  in  cod  liver  oil)  and 
100  units  of  vitamin  D  per  gm.  (against 
85  units). 

A  survey  of  the  vitamins  would  not  be 
complete  without  a  reference  to  official 
galenicals  which  contain  them,  and  in  which 
they  have  some  therapeutic  importance. 
These  are : — 

Emuls.  Ol.  Morrhu^e 
Emuls.  Ol.  Vitaminatum 
Ext.  Malti  cum  Ol.  Morrhile 
Ext.  Malti  cum  Oleum  Vitaminatum 
AH  are  in  the  Second  Addendum. 

Vitamin-B  Complex 

It  is  now  known  that  the  vitamin-B 
complex  consists  of  at  least  nine  compo- 
nents, and  probably  others  as  yet  undis- 
covered. Only  three,  however,  are  of  suffi- 
cient importance  therapeutically  to  warrant 
inclusion  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia. 
These  are  Aneurine  Hydrochloride 
(Third  Addendum),  Nicotinic  Acid  (Fourth 
Addendum),  and  Riboflavine  (Sixth  Ad- 
dendum). To  this  list  may  be  added 
Nicotinamide,  the  amide  of  nicotinic  acid, 
which  is  gradually  replacing  the  acid.  The 
amide  is  official  in  the  Sixth  Addendum. 
The  following  substances  are  recognised  as 
part  of  the  vitamin-B  complex,  but  their 
therapeutic  and  clinical  importance  has  not 
yet  been  evaluated  (except,  possibly,  the 
first):  Pyridoxin  (adermin;  vitamin  B6), 
pantothenic  acid,  inositol,  choline  chloride, 
biotin  and  ^-aminobenzoic  acid. 

Aneurine  Hydrochloride  (Vitamin  BJ. 
— The  First  Addendum  (1936)  contained 
Pulvis  Vitamin.  Bx,  in  which  the  vitamin 
was  adsorbed  upon  fuller's  earth  so  that  the 
resulting  adsorbate  had  a  strength  of  100 
units  of  antineuritic  activity  per  gm. 
Recognition  of  the  chemical  structure  of 
the  vitamin  rapidly  followed,  and  in  the 
Third  Addendum  (1941)  aneurine  hydro- 
chloride (thiamin  hydrochloride  in  America), 
the  pure  substance,  was  made  official,  and 
it  was  found  to  be  equivalent  to  320,000 
units  per  gm.  of  antineuritic  activity.  The 
adsorbate  was  not  specifically  deleted,  since 
certain  proprietary  articles  were  still 
obtainable,  but  has  become  obsolete. 

Acidum  Nicotinicum. — -Nicotinic  acid, 
the  P.P.  factor,  first  became  official  in  the 
Fourth  Addendum  (1941).  Production  is 
synthetic,  and  the  acid  is  gradually  being 
replaced  by  nicotinic  acid  amide  (nicotin- 
amide) (Sixth  Addendum),  as  already 
mentioned. 

Riboflavine  (Vitamin  B^  lactoflavin  or 
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vitamin  G).  Official  in  the  Sixth  Addenl 
(I943).  this  compound,  a  flavine,  is  fo| 
widely  in  nature  (butter,  milk,  eggs,  et| 

Vitamin  C 

Vitamin  C  became  official  as  Aci: 
Ascorbicum  in  the  First  Addendum  (ic 
In  the  preamble  to  the  monograph/ 
statement  is  made  that  ascorbic  acid  i 
be  obtained  from  the  ripe  fruit  of  Capsi 
annuum  (a  source  first  recognised  by 
Hungarian  chemist,  Sgzent-Gyorgy), 
synthetically.  The  compound  is  presen 
many  vegetable  sources,  but  is  destrc 
by  heat  and  there  is  evidence  to  show  1 
some  deterioration  of  the  vitamin  t£ 
place  by  exposure  to  light.  The  compo 
or  preparations  containing  it  should  : 
therefore,  be  exposed  to  sunlight  in 
shop  window. 

Vitamin  K 

The  importance  of  vitamin  K  in  bl 
coagulation  was  recognised  a  few  y( 
ago,  and  the  Sixth  Addendum  introdi 
two  analogues  having  the  activity  of 
vitamin.  These  are  Acetomenaphthc 
and  Menaphthone.  Menaphthone  is  i 
tant  to  mucous  membranes  and  is  there! 
administered  by  injection;  for  oral 
ministration  acetomenaphthone  is  prefen 
The  latter  is  also  the  choice  in  cert 
intestinal  disorders,  because  vitamin 
activity  is  often  associated  with  faulty 
absorption.

EMPIRE  AND  FOREIGN  NEWS 

Glycerin  Substitute  in  France  and  Belgium. 

— The  "Bulletin  de  l'Order  des  Pharma- 
ciens"  states  that  chemists  are  now  author- 
ised by  the  Department  for  Public  Health 
to  use,  on  their  own  responsibility,  a 
glycerin  substitute  in  certain  circumstances. 
The  substitute  product  must  not  be  termed 
"synthetic  glycerin"  or  given  any  other 
name  in  which  glycerin  is  mentioned. 

Rumanian  Drug  Purchases  from  Germany. 
— The  Rumanian  Government  has  set  up  a 
commission  to  examine  and  purchase  drugs, 
bandages,  surgical  instruments  and  x-ray 
apparatus  from  Germany,  Holland  and 
Denmark.  Some  400  million  lei  have  been 
allocated  for  this  purpose.  It  is  understood 
that  the  Government  contemplates  setting 
up  its  own  insulin  factory,  and  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Chemical  Society  will  alone  have 
the  right  to  sell  and  distribute  its  output. 

Alkaloid  Supply  Difficulties  in  India. — The 
Indian  Chemical  Manufacturers'  Associa- 
tion has  received  complaints  from  member 
concerns  about  difficulties  in  securing 
sufficient  opium  alkaloids,  particularly 
codeine  and  morphine,  to  manufacture 
important  pharmaceutical  products.  The 
Association  has  taken  up  the  matter  with 
the  Government  of  India,  but  would  like  to 
have  full  information  about  the  supply 
position  from  the  trade  and  medical 
practitioners.  Users  experiencing  difficulties 
are  requested  to  communicate  with  the 
Association  at  102A  Clive  Street,  Calcutta.

Business  in  the  London  drug  and  chemical 
markets  remains  in  much  the  same  condi- 
tion as  previously  reported,  the  general 
tone  being  quiet.  Few  price  movements  of 
importance  have  occurred — only  one,  a 
reduction  by  English  distillers  in  the  price 
of  B.P.  Clove  oil,  being  worthy  of  special 
mention.  In  Pharmaceutical  Chemicals, 
makers  and  dealers  report  a  steady  business! 
with  no  price  alterations.  As  noted  last 
week,  Bismuth  subgallate  has  been 
advanced,  but  other  bismuth  salts  are 
unaffected. 

Crude  Drugs 

A  steady  routine  trade  continues  in  this 
section,  but  the  quantities  involved  are  by 
no  means  large.    Price  movements  have 
been  confined  to  small  alterations,  all  of 
them  without  particular  significance.  A 
further  proposal  to  recommend  the  issue 
of  import  licences,  on  this  occasion  in  con- 
nexion with  Male  fern  root,  is  announced, 
and  details  will  be  found  below.  Cape 
Aloes  continues   in    good   request,  but 
supplies  are  increasingly  difficult  to  find, 
and   the  price  is  nominal.    Among  the 
Balsams  the  only  change  concerns  Tolu, 
which  is  inclined  to  be  dearer.  Indian 
Belladonna  root  and  leaf  may  be  obtained 
on  spot  at  unchanged  prices.   No  supplies 
of  Buchu  leaves  are  available  at  present 
to  meet  the  current  demand.  Cardamoms 
are  quiet.    Cascara  sagRada  remains  in 
good  inquiry,  but  the  market  is  bare  of 
supplies.   The  only  variety  of  Chillies  at 
present  available  is  Mombasa,  which  may 
be  had  at  the  figure  recently  quoted.  Ergot 
is  firm  and  in  fair  demand,  but  spot  stocks 
are  not  plentiful.   Ipecacuanha  is  quoted 
steady,  but  is  practically  unobtainable  on 
spot.     Menthol   continues   in  moderate 
request  at  an  unchanged  price.  Nutmegs 
are  at  one  penny  per  lb.  under  the  figures 
given  last  week.  Rhubarb  is  selling  quietly 
at  previously-quoted  prices.   Seeds  are  of 
little  interest,  but  last  week's  lower  quota- 
tions are  maintained.  Tragacanth  is  firm 
and  in  considerable  demand.

Sir, — Diabetics  on  insulin  who  need 
glucose  (preferably  in  a  portable  form — 
such  as  glucose  tablets)  to  counteract 
attacks  of  hypoglycemia,  are  finding  great 
difficulty  in  getting  supplies.  May  I  suggest 
that  chemists  might  be  asked  through  the 
medium  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
to  give  preference  to  diabetic  patients 
who  ask  for  glucose  tablets.  Diabetics 
forfeit  their  sugar  ration  in  exchange  for 
extra  protein  and  fat,  and  so  cannot  use 
sugar  for  insulin  overdoses.
